No  jieiison  can  study  the  prophetic  wri 
ters  of  < he  Old  Testament  in  distinction 
from  those  of  priestly  tendencies,  with- 
out feeling  that  one  broad  difference  be- 
tween the  two  is  found  in  the  emphasis 
which  tne  former  put  on  the  relationship 
of  the.s|irit  of  man  to  God,  as  oppostd  to 
the  stress  laid  by  the  latter  upon  eternal 
rites  or  ceremonies.  On  any  possible  con- 
struction of  the  Old  Testament  history 
Samuel  s tood  near  the  sources  of  the  pro- 
phetic order.  And  it  is  from  the  lips  of 
Samuel  that  wc  have  that  noble  sentence: 
“To  obey  is  hjetter  than  sacrifice,  and  to 
hearken  than  the  fat  ot  rams.  1 hat  ger- 
minal t'h ought  wa>  fructified  in  the  mes- 
sage ol  all  the  subsequent  prophets,  and 
later  it  became  one  of  the  central  thoughts 
•of  the  New  Testament.

1 have  moved  from  Mississippi,  but  am 
still  interested  in  Mississippi  affairs  I 
still  read  The  Baptist,  and  ft  comes  al- 
most like  a letter  from  home.  J 

There  are  in  this  city  of  fortji  thousand 
people  only  three  white  Baptijjt  churches, 
and  one  of  them  was  organized  only  a few 
months  ago.  These  three  are  jjpoing  good 
work  so  far  as  your  correspondent  is  able 
to  observe,  bnt  of  course  cafinpt  near  cov- 
er the  field.  St.  Frances  Street  Church, 
with  which  wife  and  myse  lf  fjpve  united, 
has  a little  more  than  seven  hundred  mem- 
bers. A collection  for  both  l$oreign  and 
Home  Missions  has  been  taken  since  I 
have  lieen  here;  for  the  first  nlimed  cause 
about  $500  was  raised,  and  for  the  latter 
about  $350.
